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INTRODUCTION 


The  Old  Lutheran  Cemetery,  located  at  501  North  Lee  Street  (not 
to  be  confused  with  the  Old  English  Cemetery  on  North  Church 
Street),  lies  in  the  east  square  of  Salisbury  alongside  the  railroad 
tracks.  To  arrive  at  the  cemetery  from  the  square  in  the  center  of 
town  one  must  travel  east  on  Innes  Street  for  one  block,  turn  left 
onto  Lee  Street  and  travel  five  blocks.  The  cemetery  encompasses 
the  fifth  block  on  the  right  side  of  the  street. 

In  May  1978  The  Old  Lutheran  Cemetery  Committee,  an  arm  of 
Historic  Salisbury  Foundation,  Inc.,  was  organized  and  held  its 
first  meeting  at  St.  John's  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  200  West 
Innes  Street,  Salisbury,  North  Carolina.  This  committee  was  formed 
to  promote  restoration  of  monuments  and  continued  maintenance 
of  the  cemetery  where  lie  some  of  Salisbury's  earhest  citizens.  This 
project  was  developed  as  a  result  of  community  interest,  as  well 
as  my  own  individual  interest,  and  with  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Ed 
Clement,  President  of  the  Historic  Salisbury  Foundation,  Inc. 

In  the  course  of  our  subsequent  meetings  we  established  the 
following  goals: 

1.  Arrange  for  on-going  care  of  the  cemetery  through  a  fund- 
raising  drive  and  city  maintenance. 

2.  Repair  and  re-align  stones,  clean  lettering  where  necessary 
for  readability. 

3.  Secure  an  appropriate  historical  marker. 

4.  Publish  a  booklet  about  the  cemetery. 

To  arrange  for  perpetual  care,  one  of  the  first  actions  of  the  com- 
mittee was  to  submit  a  request  to  St.  John's  Lutheran  Church  for 
transfer  of  ownership  of  their  portion  of  the  cemetery  to  the  City 
of  Salisbury.  This  transfer  was  proposed  to  permit  ease  of  mainte- 
nance and  to  pinpoint  responsibility.  Mayor  Donald  L.  Weinhold,  Jr., 
located  a  map,  in  possession  of  Mr.  Reginald  E.  Ramsey,  Jr.,  showing 
the  exact  lot  size  and  lot  numbers  of  the  cemetery  property  in  the 
east  square  of  Salisbury.  When  history  of  ownership,  identity  of 
those  interred,  and  need  for  continuous  supervision  was  made 
known,  the  Salisbury  City  Council  agreed  to  accept  ownership  of 
the  church's  interest  in  the  cemetery  upon  proper  documentation. 
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At  a  meeting  on  June  8,  1978,  when  history  of  ownership,  identity 
of  those  interred,  and  need  for  continuous  supervision  was  made 
known  to  the  congregation  of  St.  John's  Lutheran  Church  (successor 
to  the  German  Lutheran  Congregation),  they  voted  that  the  title 
to  the  Old  Lutheran  Cemetery  property  be  deeded  to  the  City 
of  Salisbury  with  the  stipulation  that  the  nomenclature  as  Lutheran 
Cemetery  be  retained.  The  deed  of  transfer  was  recorded  in  Deed 
Book  592,  page  46,  on  April  18, 1980. 

A  fund  raising  drive  in  the  summer  of  1979  and  a  cemetery 
tour  in  April  1980  produced  renewed  interest  in  the  cemetery 
and  funds  to  support  our  stated  goals. 

City  Manager  Francis  Luther's  concern  and  information  led 
to  the  repair  of  smaller  gravestones  by  employees  of  the  City  of 
Salisbury  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Claude  W.  Kesler,  Superin- 
tendent of  Salisbury  Cemeteries,  and  Mr.  Joe  H.  Brock,  Assistant 
Superintendent.  When  heavy  equipment  was  required  to  straighten 
unwieldy  monuments,  Mr.  David  Earl  Fraley  of  Salisbury  Marble 
and  Granite  Company  was  delegated  the  task.  Repair  and  preserva- 
tion of  these  timewom  markers  is  a  continuous  challenge. 

Inquiries  have  been  made  with  the  North  Carolina  Department 
of  Cultural  Resources  regarding  a  state  highway  marker  for  the 
cemetery.  This  agency's  advice  and  suggestions  are  being  evaluated 
by  the  committee.  Also,  under  consideration  is  a  stone  or  bronze 
marker  at  the  actual  site. 

Work  on  this  book  has  been  in  progress  since  August  30,  1979, 
when  The  Old  Lutheran  Cemetery  Committee  requested  Miss  Mary 
Jane  Fowler  and  Mr.  James  Shober  Brawley  to  participate  in  its 
development.  The  responsibilities  were  divided  among  Mary  Jane, 
Jim,  and  me.  Upon  advice  and  consent  of  the  committee,  we  have 
come  up  with  this  book  instead  of  a  booklet.  The  amount  and 
character  of  historical  information  collected  was  judged  by  the 
committee  to  warrant  preservation  in  a  hardback  book. 

Mary  Jane  has  an  unsurpassed  determination  for  and  dedication 
to  precise  detail  and  accuracy.  The  map  of  the  cemetery  and  the 
gravestone  listings  which  she  produced  are  worthy  historical  records. 
Her  Index  to  the  Inscriptions  is  a  unique  genealogical  study  of  the 
persons  interred,  and  sets  a  new  standard  in  historical  research  of 
a  cemetery.  The  committee  is  fortunate  and  grateful  to  have  Mary 
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Jane  as  a  fellow-member. 

Jim  Brawley,  with  his  vast  knowledge  of  the  history  of  Rowan 
County,  developed  and  recorded  here  the  history  of  this  cemetery. 
His  interest,  advice,  and  concern  were  invaluable.  Especially,  we 
are  grateful  for  his  recording  the  history  of  the  Old  Lutheran  Ceme- 
tery and  for  his  reporting  our  committee  activities  to  the  newspaper. 
We  also  gratefully  remember  his  contributions  when  we  met  at 
the  cemetery  site  to  evaluate  the  project  and  when  he  served  as 
a  guide  on  the  cemetery  tour. 

The  Edith  M.  Clark  History  Room  of  the  Rowan  Public  Library 
is  a  treasure  trove  for  historical  research  and  was  the  source  of  some 
of  the  information  contained  in  this  book. 

The  B.  D.  McCubbins  story  of  the  Old  Lutheran  Graveyard, 
reprinted  in  this  book,  was  originally  printed  in  The  Carolina  Watch- 
man on  Friday,  March  3,  1933.  Mr.  McCubbins,  an  attorney -at-law, 
was  Rowan  County  Clerk  of  Superior  Court  from  1923  until  his 
death  in  1944.  He  was  the  father  of  the  present  Salisbury  residents 
Attorney  B.  D.  McCubbins  and  Dr.  Paul  S.  McCubbins,  physician. 

Mr.  John  Beard,  a  member  of  the  committee  and  a  descendant 
of  the  John  Lewis  Beard  who  deeded  the  original  lot  to  the  German 
Lutheran  Congregation  in  1768,  has  been  generous  in  his  support 
of  the  work  of  the  committee.  His  ideas,  his  financial  aid,  and  his 
assistance  in  producing  the  map  of  the  cemetery  have  inspired 
the  committee  to  further  achievement. 

Mrs.  Mary  Messinger,  treasurer  of  the  committee,  helped  imple- 
ment the  fund  drive.  At  her  request  the  gate  to  the  Old  Lutheran 
Cemetery  was  sketched  by  Clyde  Overcash.  She  has  been  an  able 
and  dedicated  participant  in  all  functions  of  the  committee. 

Mrs.  Dodd  A.  Brown,  Mr.  Edward  P.  Norvell,  Mrs.  Charles  N. 
Roberts,  Mrs.  James  A.  Sparks,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Walter  Low  Tatum,  Mr.  H. 
Lamar  Trexler,  Mr.  Edward  M.  Clement,  and  Miss  Anne  Williams 
have  also  been  an  important  part  of  The  Old  Lutheran  Cemetery 
Committee.  Without  their  ideas,  advice,  and  enthusiastic  support 
this  book  would  not  have  materialized. 

On  behalf  of  the  committee  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of 
St.  John's  Lutheran  Church  for  providing  a  meeting  room;  Mr.  Clyde

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THE  OLD  LUTHERAN  GRAVEYARD

THE  OLD  LUTHERAN  GRAVEYARD 


(Printed  in  The  Carolina  Watchman,  Friday,  March  3, 1933) 

Salisbury's  oldest  graveyard  was  established  in  1768.  The  site  was 
given  by  John  Lewis  Beard,  one  of  Rowan  County's  very  earliest 
settlers,  who  emigrated  from  Pennsylvania,  and  was  naturalized  here 
in  1755. 

Dr.  Bernheim,  in  his  book  "German  Settlements  and  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  Carolinas,"  published  in  1872,  writes  as  follows: 

"Saint  John's  Lutheran  Church  in  Salisbury,  N.  C.  .  .  .  was  doubt- 
less the  first  Lutheran  congregation  organized  in  that  Province.  .  .  . 
German  citizens  of  that  place  organized  themselves  into  a  congrega- 
tion in  the  days  of  King  George,  III,  and  several  years  before  the 
Revolution,  when  Salisbury  was  yet  denominated  a  township, 
containing  but  a  few  dwellings  and  a  small  number  of  inhabitants. 
.  .  .  One  of  the  wealthy  citizens  residing  there,  John  Lewis  Beard, 
a  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  was  bereaved  by  the  death 
of  a  young  daughter  .  .  .  Whether  the  township  of  Salisbury  could 
then  boast  of  a  regular  "God's  Acre"  is  not  known,  and  the  probabil- 
ity is  that  the  mortal  remains  of  departed  ones  were  at  that  early 
period,  deposited  without  many  religious  services  in  the  grounds 
of  each  landlord  in  whose  family,  or  family  connection,  the  death 
occurred;  a  custom  thus  early  established  from  the  force  of  circum- 
stances, and  still  reverently  observed  by  many  in  various  parts  of 
this  country. 

"In  the  same  manner  was  the  body  of  Mr.  Beard's  daughter  laid 
in  the  silent  tomb,  opened  on  her  father's  town  property,  in  a  lot 
containing  nearly  an  acre,  and  well  selected  for  the  quiet  repose  of 
the  dead." 

In  order  to  protect  her  resting  place  in  the  years  to  come,  Mr. 
Beard  deeded  a  tract  of  land,  containing  one  hundred  and  forty 
four  square  poles  to  the  German  Lutheran  Church,  of  Salisbury, 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  church  and  a  graveyard.  Soon 
afterwards  a  log  church  was  built  on  this  lot  and  about  five  years 
later  its  first  pastor  arrived.  Rev.  Adolph  Nussman,  who  came  from 
Germany.  He  served  two  charges,  the  Salisbury  Lutheran,  and 
Organ  Church,  then  called  Zion  Church.  The  Salisbury  church 
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seems  to  have  been  situated  a  little  to  the  left  from  the  center  of 
the  graveyard,  as  one  enters  from  the  main  entrance.  The  deed 
for  this  plot  of  land  is  found  in  the  office  of  the  Register  of  Deeds 
for  Rowan  County.  It  is  made  to  Michael  Brown,  Michael  More, 
Casper  Gunther  and  Peter  Reeb,  and  it  provided  that  the  trustees 
above  named  might  allow  the  church  to  be  used  by  other  congrega- 
tions from  time  to  time,  when  not  being  used  by  the  Lutheran 
congregation.  Thus  it  was  more  or  less  a  community  church  and 
graveyard  for  the  township  of  Salisbury. 

In  this  ancient  city  of  the  dead  are  buried  many  of  the  pioneer 
settlers  of  Rowan  County,  of  various  denominations  and  faiths. 
Many  graves  are  unknown  at  this  time.  Many  have  no  markers  at 
all;  others  have  tombstones  whose  inscriptions  have  become  illegible. 
Some  graves  are  marked  by  rude  stones;  others  by  beautiful  and 
stately  monuments.  Some  of  the  shafts  have  been  broken  by  old 
trees,  falling  during  heavy  storm.  One  is  marked  by  a  large,  broken 
column,  denoting  the  resting  place  of  the  last  member  of  a  family. 
Another  striking  monument  is  that  of  Judge  Archibald  Henderson, 
a  very  noted  lawyer  and  statesman,  whose  monument  was  erected 
by  his  fellow  members  of  the  Rowan  County  Bar,  by  whom  he 
was  held  in  great  esteem  and  admiration.  There  are  many  crypts, 
and  large  granite  and  marble  slabs,  denoting  family  graves,  sometimes 
as  many  as  ten  names  inscribed  thereon,  according  to  a  custom  of 
the  times.  An  unusual  monument  is  that  found  at  the  grave  contain- 
ing the  leg  of  an  old  Confederate  soldier,  which  was  crushed  off 
by  a  train;  he  himself  is  buried  at  Trading  Ford. 

In  this  graveyard  are  many  Revolutionary  and  Confederate  sol- 
diers. At  the  lower,  north  end  are  many  graves,  unknown  and  blan- 
keted in  grass.  Reliable  information  furnished  the  writer  indicates 
that  probably  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  graves  are  unknown, 
and  lost  to  identity.  In  time  past,  when  new  graves  have  been  sought, 
two  or  three  old  graves  have  been  opened  before  a  vacant  place 
might  be  found  for  a  new  occupant.  Now  a  testing  bar  is  used  be- 
fore any  new  grave  is  opened.  This  leads  one  to  the  impressive 
thought  that  now  every  grave  should  be  marked  in  some  manner 
by  some  lasting  and  permanent  token.  And  also  that  our  cemeteries 
should  be  laid  off  on  a  diagrammed  blue  print,  containing  each 
plot  and  grave,  for  the  information  of  future  generations,  as  well 
as  our  own. 
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In  about  the  year  1869  a  brick  wall  was  built  around  this  old 
graveyard,  by  funds  raised  by  popular  subscription.  Many  citizens 
took  part,  and  various  entertainments  were  given  for  this  purpose 
by  the  ladies  of  Salisbury.  At  one  of  these  entertainments,  at  the 
old  Meroney  Opera  House,  Miss  Annie  Rouzee,  then  a  charming 
young  girl  of  sixteen  years,  was  appearing  on  the  stage  in  a  lace 
and  silk  costume,  which  caught  fire  from  the  candles  serving  as 
footlights.  She  ran  from  the  stage  in  a  flaming  blaze,  and  was  serious- 
ly burned.  Miss  Rouzee  now  Mrs.  W.  L.  Rankin,  is  living  with  her 
daughter,  Mrs.  J.  H.  McKenzie. 

The  brick  used  in  making  this  wall  is  quite  unusual.  It  is  large, 
of  durable  quality,  and  unobtainable  at  this  time.  The  wall  has 
fallen  down  in  many  places,  but  in  the  rebuilding  of  it,  which  is  now 
going  on,  enough  of  the  old  bricks  have  been  found  to  complete 
it  and  restore  it  in  its  original  form.  The  restored  wall  will  have 
on  top  of  it  a  cement  coping;  it  is  being  made  strong  and  lasting. 
A  new  entrance  at  the  north  end,  large  enough  to  admit  automobiles, 
is  being  erected.  Two  large  beautiful  entrance  columns  were  given 
for  this  purpose  by  Mr.  T.  M.  Byrd,  of  this  county,  and  the  Salisbury 
Marble  and  Granite  Company  is  cutting  and  erecting  the  columns  as 
a  contribution  to  the  work  of  restoration.  It  is  intended  to  erect 
a  bronze  tablet  at  the  old  entrance,  and  crepe  myrtle  will  be  planted 
entirely  around  the  wall.  Mr.  Clancy  Miller,  of  Salisbury,  has  ten- 
dered several  hundred  dollars  worth  of  shrubbery  to  be  used  in  the 
beautification  of  the  graveyard. 

In  this  historic  old  place  are  buried  members  of  many  leading 
families  of  Rowan.  The  Beards,  Henderson,  Cald wells.  Browns, 
Murphys,  Hamiltons,  Fishers,  Lockes,  Boydens,  Chambers,  Troys 
and  numerous  others,  who  were  leaders  in  the  community.  State, 
and  nation. 

For  generations  the  Beard  family  have  been  buried  here.  Their 
graves  are  found  on  the  right  as  one  enters  the  main  entrance.  It  is 
quite  certain  that  John  Lewis  Beard  is  buried  here;  but  neither  of 
the  graves— that  of  the  founder,  nor  that  of  his  daughter,  for  whom 
the  cemetery  was  established,  can  now  be  located  with  certainty. 
The  name  of  the  daughter  seems  to  be  unknown.  The  will  of  John 
Lewis  Beard,  which  is  on  record  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
Superior  Court,  was  probated  in  1789,  mentions  nine  children, 
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directly  and  by  reference,  and  by  a  research  it  is  found  that  none 
of  these  died  as  early  as  1768.  Consequently,  the  daughter  who 
died,  must  have  died  quite  young. 

John  Lewis  Beard  was  a  very  prominent  and  influential  citizen 
of  Rowan  County,  being  one  of  the  very  first  settlers.  He  emigrated 
from  Germany  to  Philadelphia.  There  he  married  Christiana  Snapp, 
and  shortly  afterward  came  to  Salisbury.  His  name  was  originally 
spelled  Bard,  or  Bardt.  Immediately  after  being  naturalized  in  1755 
he  assumed  a  place  of  leadership  in  the  community.  He  became 
wealthy  and  highly  esteemed.  At  first  he  lived  on  a  farm  on  Crane 
Creek,  now  Town  Creek.  Later  he  moved  to  Salisbury,  and  built 
a  large  home  on  the  spot  where  the  Courthouse  was  later  built. 

One  of  Mr.  Beard's  sons  was  Lewis  Beard.  He  owned  a  large  farm 
on  the  Yadkin  River,  known  as  the  "Bridge  Place."  This  name 
was  given  on  account  of  a  large,  splendid  bridge  he  built  across 
the  Yadkin  at  his  place.  Ferries  were  used  at  the  time,  and  there 
had  been  some  controversy  between  Lewis  Beard  and  a  neighbor. 
Dr.  Long,  concerning  ferry  rights.  Mr.  Beard  settled  the  controversy 
by  employing  an  architect  and  erecting  a  bridge  across  the  river 
at  a  cost  of  thirty  thousand  dollars.  This  bridge  was  later  called 
"Locke's  Bridge,"  and  some  of  the  old  piers  may  yet  be  seen  rising 
above  low  water  a  half  mile  below  the  railroad  bridge. 

Another  son  was  Valentine  Beard,  a  brave  and  valiant  soldier 
who  fought  under  Washington  at  the  battles  of  Brandywine  and 
German  town.  He  also  lived  on  the  Yadkin,  owning  a  large  plantation, 
later  known  as  "Hedrick's  Ferry."  He  married  Margaret  Marquedant, 
of  Philadelphia. 

Another  son  was  John  Beard,  a  captain  in  the  Revolutionary  war. 
He  was  called  John  Beard,  Senior,  to  distinguish  him  from  his  neph- 
ew Major  John  Beard.  Captain  John  Beard  was  in  charge  of  the 
'*Light  House  cavalry"  that  went  from  Salisbury  to  Charlotte  to 
meet  General  Washington  and  escort  him  here  for  his  memorable 
visit  in  the  year  1791.  John  and  Lewis  Beard,  as  well  as  many  other 
prominent  citizens,  attended  the  reception  given  President  Washing- 
ton at  Hughes  Hotel  in  Salisbury,  and  the  brown  satin  dress  worn 
by  Mrs.  Lewis  Beard  at  this  reception  is  still  preserved  and  in  posses- 
sion of  her  descendants  in  this  county. 
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Captain  John  Beard  died  in  1845  and  is  buried  in  the  old  Lutheran 
graveyard  beside  his  wife  and  children.  The  lettering  on  his  tomb- 
stone indicates  that  he  died  in  1815,  but  this  is  a  mistake,  due  either 
to  the  stonecutter  or  to  the  erosion  of  time.  One  of  his  sons  was 
Horace  Hamilton  Beard,  the  father  of  a  Confederate  soldier,  another 
Captain  John  Beard,  who  died  in  1915.  The  latter,  Captain  John 
Beard,  was  the  father  of  Mr.  P.  B.  Beard,  now  a  resident  of  Salisbury, 
and  the  grandfather  of  Bryce  P.  Beard,  who  upheld  the  traditions  of 
his  patriotic  ancestors  by  notable  service  on  the  battlefields  of 
France  during  the  World  War.  Bryce  P.  Beard  is  the  present  State 
Commander  of  the  American  Legion. 

When  one  enters  the  old  Lutheran  graveyard  and  wanders  among 
the  old  tombstones,  reading  here  and  there,  he  cannot  fail  to  be 
impressed  with  the  fact  that  here  is  buried  much  of  the  history 
of  old  Rowan  county.  The  cold,  silent  stones  are  eloquent  witnesses 
of  great  lives,  of  great  characters  that  wrought  mightily  in  the  up- 
building and  destiny  of  our  county  and  State.  Here  and  there  a 
pioneer  settler,  a  pioneer  preacher,  an  early  statesman,  a  beloved 
mother,  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  an  Indian  fighter,  a  member  of  the 
Committee  of  Safety,  a  first  Judge,  a  sheriff  over  three  counties, 
a  gallant  Confederate  soldier,  and  so  on. 

Near  the  grave  of  Judge  Henderson  is  the  grave  of  his  son,  Archi- 
bald, who  was  the  father  of  the  later  John  S.  Henderson,  Captain 
Richard  Henderson,  and  Leonard  A.  Henderson,  the  latter  a  young 
Confederate  officer  killed  at  the  battle  of  Cold  Harbor,  January  1, 
1864  in  his  twenty-fifth  year. 

Samuel  Jones  died  December  9th  1840,  and  during  his  life  repre- 
sented Rowan  in  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  and  was  sheriff 
of  Rowan  when  it  embraced  Davidson  and  Davie  counties.  Fielding 
Slater,  ancestor  of  the  late  Senator  Lee  S.  Overman  died  September 
22,  1836  and  he  was  once  sheriff  of  Rowan  county.  Also  Sheriff 
Kluttz,  Sheriff  Waggoner,  and  Sheriff  Walton  are  buried  here. 

Other  inscriptions  indicate  the  graves  of  Nathaniel  Boyden,  a 
noted  lawyer  and  Congressman,  Judge  D.  F.  Caldwell  and  his  wife, 
and  Colonel  Charles  F.  Fisher,  a  brave  Confederate  officer  killed 
at  Manassass.  He  was  the  first  President  of  the  North  Carolina  Rail- 
road, and  was  killed  in  his  forty-fifth  year.  Then  there  is  Lewis 
Beard,  who  died  in  December  1820,  and  beside  him  his  wife  and 
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three  infant  daughters.  Horace  H.  Beard,  who  died  in  1858.  Another 
grave  marks  the  resting  place  of  a  young  mother  and  her  infant 
twin  daughters— Margaret  McCubbins,  and  brings  to  mind  the  Unes 
of  a  forgotten  poem: 

"From  grave  to  grave,  the  shadow  crept. 
And  in  her  still  place  the  morning  wept; 
Touched  by  His  feet  the  daisy  slept." 

For  several  months  the  Historical  Society  of  Rowan  County  has 
been  interested  in  the  old  Lutheran  graveyard.  A  short  time  ago  a 
plan  was  evolved,  with  the  assistance  of  the  governing  body  of 
Saint  John's  Lutheran  Church,  the  City  Council  of  Salisbury,  and 
the  local  Reconstruction  Finance  unit,  whereby  this  old  place  could 
be  restored  and  beautified.  The  work  of  restoration  is  being  done 
under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  City  Ceme- 
teries, who  has  a  good  sized  force  of  men  under  him,  and  who  is 
co-operating  with  a  committee  of  the  Historical  Society  in  carrying 
on  the  work.  This  work  has  been  almost  completed. 

In  the  work  of  restoration  the  old  winding  paths  that  once  existed 
have  been  searched  out  and  re-aligned  in  their  original  contours. 
Small  boxwoods  have  been  planted  in  lines  that  reach  throughout 
the  graveyard.  Numerous  tombstones  that  have  been  broken  by 
falling  trees  or  covered  with  earth  have  been  recovered  and  reset. 
In  many  cases  they  have  been  repaired  and  cemented.  Expert  stone 
masons  and  carvers  have  cleaned  and  polished  them,  and  inscriptions 
heretofore  illegible  have  been  rendered  clear.  Sunken  graves  have 
been  filled  and  leveled.  Grass,  flowers,  trees,  and  shrubbery  will 
be  planted  from  time  to  time. 

When  the  work  is  completed  this  old  graveyard  will  become  a 
place  of  beauty,  as  well  as  a  spot  full  of  interest  and  rich  in  early 
history.  In  it  are  some  beautiful  old  trees,  and  for  many,  many 
years  these  ancient  oaks  and  cedars  have  been  standing  like  silent 
sentinels,  guarding  the  memories  of  our  first  settlers  who  sleep 
peacefully  under  their  spreading  branches  the  long  repose  of  the 
dead.

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HISTORY  OF  THE  LUTHERAN  CEMETERY

John  Lewis  Beard,  bereaved  of  a  young  daughter,  buried  her 
on  a  lot  of  his  own  as  was  the  custom  in  Salisbury  shortly  after 
the  town  was  founded  in  1755.  At  this  time  there  were  no  public 
burying  grounds  within  the  Town  Checkers  and  families  laid  loved 
ones  to  rest  on  their  own  property.  To  insure  that  his  daughter's 
grave  would  be  maintained  and  cared  for,  he  executed  a  deed  in  1768 
to  the  trustees  of  the  "German  Lutheran  Congregation  in  the  Town- 
ship of  Salisbury"  for  lot  67  in  the  East  Square  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  and  "building  thereon  a  church  or  meeting  house  for 
the  only  proper  use  and  behoof  of  the  German  Lutheran  Congrega- 
tion forever." 

In  this  instrument  Beard  provided  for  two  things:  that  his  daugh- 
ter's grave  would  be  located  on  church  property  and  that  property 
should  belong  to  the  Lutheran  congregation  forever.  In  his  will 
Beard  further  provided  that  30  pounds  lawful  money  should  be 
placed  in  trust  for  the  Lutheran  congregation  for  necessary  repairs 
as  those  appointed  for  the  management  of  the  building  might  direct. 

This,  then,  was  the  beginning  of  the  first  cemetery  in  Salisbury. 
A  little  frame  church  was  erected  shortly  after  1768  near  the  grave 
of  Beard's  daughter;  today  it  would  be  located  just  inside  the  grave- 
yard on  the  site  of  the  graves  of  Thomas  L.  Cowan  and  his  family. 

Soon  other  graves  were  located  on  the  church  lot  and  were  ar- 
ranged diagonally  across  the  lot  so  that  the  feet  of  the  deceased 
faced  east  as  was  the  custom  at  that  time.  By  1824  the  descendants 
of  Beard  executed  a  deed  to  the  commissioners  of  the  Town  of 
Salisbury  for  the  adjoining  lots  68,  75,  and  76  "for  the  purpose 
of  a  graveyard  for  the  Citizens  of  Salisbury."  Thus  the  German  Burial 
Ground  now  encompased  an  entire  block  on  North  Lee  Street  which 
in  those  times  was  the  extension  of  Main  Street  and  an  important 
part  of  the  town,  though  on  its  outskirts.  The  cemetery  gradually 
became  known  as  the  Lutheran  Cemetery  to  distinguish  it  from  the 
English  Cemetery  across  town  which  had  been  established  by  an 
act  incorporating  Salisbury  in  1770.  In  1855  in  its  enthusiasm 
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to  grant  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  any  land  it  needed  in  order 
to  have  the  line  pass  through  Salisbury,  the  city  allowed  the  east 
section  of  the  unused  part  of  the  cemetery  to  be  cut  off  for  the  line 
of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad.  Later  another  small  piece 
of  the  cemetery  was  taken  for  a  siding  along  the  south  side.  Except 
for  these  parcels  the  cemetery  has  remained  the  same  approximate 
size. 

REORGANIZING  THE  CHURCH 

At  first  Lutherans  assumed  sole  responsibility  for  keeping  the 
graveyard  in  good  condition;  but  following  the  Revolutionary 
War,  religion  in  Salisbury  began  to  decline  and  every  denomination 
became  virtually  inactive.  The  church  in  the  graveyard  was  only 
rarely  used,  and  the  cemetery  began  to  fall  into  a  state  of  neglect. 
In  1800  Conrad  Brem  made  an  effort  to  reorganize  the  church  and 
to  repair  the  cemetery  but  to  no  avail.  It  was  not  until  1822  when 
Gottlieb  Schober,  president  of  the  synod,  wrote  surviving  members 
of  St.  John's  reminding  them  "that  we  as  a  church  are  acting  disre- 
spectfully to  the  donor  of  the  lot  and  to  his  heirs  .  .  .  and  it  is  a 
dereliction  of  duty  .  .  .  not  to  preserve  the  lot  and  burying  ground 
particularly  for  the  interment  of  the  heirs  of  the  donor."  He  ui^ed 
them  also  to  be  careful  that  the  lot  not  become  a  general  burying 
ground. 

This  letter  from  the  synod's  president  had  the  desired  effect. 
Soon  afterwards  Charles  Fisher  drew  up  articles  for  the  church's 
re-organization,  one  of  which  was  "That  it  is  the  sacred  duty  we 
owe  to  the  memories  of  our  fathers  ...  no  longer  to  suffer  the 
church  and  graveyard  ...  to  lie  in  neglect  and  disregard  ...  do 
hereby  agree  to  revive  the  congregation,  keeping  the  graveyard  in 
decent  order."  Fifteen  Lutherans  of  the  town  signed  the  articles, 
and  funds  were  then  collected  through  the  efforts  of  John  Beard, 
Sr.,  for  the  purpose  of  enclosing  the  cemetery  which  had  been 
so  long  neglected. 

There  was  no  need  at  this  time  to  repair  the  old  log  church  as 
a  new  one  had  been  erected  in  1818  and  dedicated  in  1820.  In 
August  of  that  year  a  notice  appeared  in  the  local  newspaper  an- 
nouncing that  "pews  in  the  lower  story  of  the  new  Lutheran  Church 
on  the  German  graveyard  were  to  be  sold."  This  was  done  in  most 
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churches  as  a  means  of  raising  money  for  its  upkeep. 

BEARD'S  EFFORTS  FOR  CEMETERY 

Continuing  his  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  church  and  burial  ground, 
John  Beard,  Sr.,  ran  a  notice  in  the  Salisbury  newspaper  asking  all 
those  interested  in  keeping  the  graveyard  in  decent  order  to  meet 
at  the  church  Tuesday  evening,  July  28,  1824,  at  the  ringing  of  the 
bell,  to  appoint  persons  to  take  charge  of  the  Grave  Yard  and  to 
draw  up  regulations  for  its  upkeep.  A  new  fence  enclosing  the 
graveyard  had  been  erected  in  1823.  This  wooden  fence  enclosed 
only  the  church  lot  which  was  one  third  of  the  present  graveyard. 

From  time  to  time  throughout  the  ante-bellum  period,  citizens 
were  asked  to  meet  at  the  burial  ground  to  clean  it  up.  One  such 
notice  in  1840  called  for  a  meeting  of  the  citizens  who  "want  to 
do  something  about  the  burial  ground  attached  to  the  Lutheran 
Church."  Again  five  years  later  the  editor  of  the  local  paper  called 
attention  to  the  sorry  condition  of  both  the  English  and  Lutheran 
cemeteries.  In  1852  the  newspaper  announced  that  "tomorrow  has 
been  set  aside  for  citizens  to  clean  up  the  Lutheran  graveyard." 
Although  the  city  had  been  given  a  deed  to  three  lots  in  the  block 
that  was  the  cemetery,  it  apparently  did  nothing  about  its  upkeep; 
that  was  left  entirely  up  to  those  people  who  had  an  interest  in  it. 

CITY  GETS  INVOLVED 

But  a  change  occurred  in  1855  when  the  city  ordered  that  a  fence 
be  erected  around  the  cemetery  at  a  cost  of  $300.  Such  a  small 
sum  for  a  fence  would  indicate  that  the  graveyard  at  this  time  did 
not  include  the  area  now  encompassed  by  a  wall.  To  judge  from  a 
count  of  the  surviving  headstones  in  the  cemetery,  one  assumes 
there  had  been  up  to  1855  only  100  burials.  Thus  the  fence  could 
only  have  surrounded  a  part  of  the  present  cemetery.  At  any  rate 
by  1858  that  fence,  too,  began  to  show  signs  of  disrepair,  and  the 
local  editor  lamented  that  the  "beautiful  graveyard  is  falling  into 
neglect  and  becoming  a  common  cattle  walk."  He  pointed  out 
that  the  fencing  was  out  of  repair  and  it  would  be  necessary  to 
either  repair  it  or  build  a  new  one.  His  plea  went  unheeded  for  in 
1860  the  editor  again  called  for  action  saying  that  money  for  a 
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new  fence  had  been  subscribed,  but  *'no  one  was  doing  anything 
about  it."  And  there  the  matter  rested.  The  Civil  War  opened  and 
all  considerations  for  the  graveyard  were  forgotten. 

CIVIL  WAR  PERIOD 

During  the  war  many  soldiers  were  buried  in  the  cemetery.  Among 
the  first  was  Col.  Charles  F.  Fisher,  commander  of  the  Sixth  Regi- 
ment, who  was  killed  in  July,  1861,  at  the  First  Battle  of  Manassas. 
His  body  was  brought  to  Salisbury  under  escort  of  Capt.  Cole's 
company  of  Guilford  men.  Services  were  held  at  St.  Luke's  Episcopal 
Church  where  a  very  large  procession  of  the  citizens  had  gathered. 

After  the  exercises  in  the  church  were  over,  the  procession 
reformed,  and  all  moved  solemnly  to  the  cemetery,  march- 
ing to  the  measured  music  of  the  Brass  Band.  The  shades 
of  evening  were  gathering  when  it  reached  the  grave. 
The  exercises  there  were  deeply  solemn,  though  brief. 
It  was,  indeed,  a  touching  moment.  The  last  solemn 
Amen  was  pronounced,  and  soon  the  mound  of  yellow 
clay  rose  to  mark  the  resting  place  of  an  intrepid  patriot 
of  the  revolution  of  1861. 

Thus  the  editor  of  The  Carolina  Watchman  put  a  period  to  the  life 
of  a  noble  son  of  a  noble  heir.  His  father  had  been  one  of  the  chief 
organizers  of  St.  John's  in  1825. 

There  are  unnumbered  Confederates  buried  there  who  were 
stationed  at  the  Garrison  Post  in  Salisbury  during  the  war.  The  city 
minutes  of  January,  1864,  ordered  that  Capt.  Galloway,  Comman- 
dant at  the  Garrison,  be  requested  to  have  the  bodies  of  persons 
dying  at  the  Garrison  taken  to  the  Lutheran  Graveyard  and  buried 
at  a  depth  of  five  feet.  Those  unfortunates  who  died  of  small  pox 
have  no  surviving  markers.  At  one  time  there  were  Maltese  crosses 
over  the  graves  of  Confederate  veterans  in  the  cemetery,  but  only 
a  few  remain. 

BUILDING  A  BRICK  WALL 

With  no  fence  to  keep  out  the  hogs  and  cattle  and  with  no  care 
during  the  war  years,  the  cemetery  fell  into  a  dilapidated  condition. 
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A  desperate  need  for  a  new  enclosure  was  apparent.  A  movement 
was  then  begun  to  erect  a  fine  wall  around  the  burial  ground,  and 
in  January,  1870,  it  was  announced  that  Professor  DeLaunay  had 
been  engaged  to  exhibit  his  tableau  for  the  benefit  of  such  a  project. 

By  1871  the  town  board  became  involved  and  resolved  to  have 
the  women  of  the  city  to  hold  fairs  in  order  to  raise  funds  for  its 
enclosure  and  to  start  circulation  of  a  subscription  list.  By  June 
of  that  year  the  women  had  raised  $359,  which  together  with  other 
monies  raised  amounted  to  a  total  of  $420,  a  rather  good  start  for 
the  proposed  wall. 

Those  that  subscribed  were  asked  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  on 
July  4  by  Mayor  J.  S.  McCubbins  to  determine  what  kind  of  fence 
would  be  appropriate.  The  group  came  up  with  two  proposals: 
(1)  to  have  a  granite  wall  1350  feet  long,  45  inches  high  and  (2)  to 
have  a  brick  wall,  16  inches  thick  and  45  inches  high.  The  proposal 
that  would  be  advertised  for  bids  was  signed  by  S.  H.  Wiley,  J.  A. 
Ramsay,  and  J.  S.  McCubbins.  The  committee,  with  Nathaniel 
Boyden  as  head,  accepted  a  bid  of  $2,405  for  a  brick  enclosure. 
The  wall  was  finally  completed  in  June,  1872,  at  a  total  cost  of 
$3,100.  This  work  of  love  was  remarkable  considering  the  desperate 
conditions  in  Salisbury  in  the  aftermath  of  the  war  and  during 
reconstruction. 

Notwithstanding  the  fine  new  wall,  the  cemetery  itself  was  al- 
lowed to  fall  into  neglect,  and  a  year  after  the  wall's  completion 
a  notice  in  the  newspaper  spoke  of  the  rough  and  unsightly  condition 
of  the  graveyard.  Again  in  1889  there  was  an  article  stating  that 
weeds  had  taken  over  the  cemetery.  By  this  time  the  Lutheran 
Cemetery  was  known  as  the  Salisbury  Cemetery  as  many  buried 
there  were  of  different  denominations  and  faiths. 

Ben  McCubbins,  clerk  of  court,  in  an  article  printed  in  The  Caroli- 
na Watchman  on  March  3,  1933,  suggested  a  diagrammed  blue  print 
containing  each  plot  and  grave  for  the  enlightment  of  future  genera- 
tions. Plantings  were  made  in  that  year,  and  a  new  entrance  was 
cut  through  the  wall  at  the  north  end.  The  wall  was  repaired  and 
a  cement  capping  placed  on  top.  Other  plans  for  a  grand  entrance 
were  never  realized  due  perhaps  to  the  Depression  and  the  scarcity 
of  money.  In  1979  the  wall,  which  showed  cracks  and  in  places  had 
completely  collapsed,  was  restored  by  the  city,  the  bricks  being 
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donated  by  Taylor  Clay  Products. 


Those  who  visit  the  old  graveyard  cannot  fail  to  be  impressed 
with  the  fact  that  here  is  buried  much  of  the  history  of  old  Salisbury. 
As  McCubbins  summed  it  up  in  1933,  "the  cold,  silent  stones  are 
eloquent  witnesses  of  great  lives,  of  great  characters,  that  wrought 
mightly  in  the  upbuilding  and  destiny  of  our  county  and  state."

INTRODUCTION 


Handbooks  on  how  to  "do"  cemeteries  are  virtually  non-existent.* 
When  I  was  asked  to  record  the  inscriptions  and  make  a  map  of 
the  Old  Lutheran  Cemetery,  I  found  myself  faced  with  a  task  for 
which  there  was  no  manual.  Having  done  a  cemetery  herself,  Mrs 
Martha  Agner  introduced  me  to  the  indispensible  tool  of  the  tomb- 
stone transcriber:  blackboard  chalk,  used  in  most  cases  with  much 
success  to  read  worn  inscriptions;  but  from  there  on  out  I  had  to 
invent  tools  and  methods  of  my  own.  At  present  I  will  spare  you 
the  details  of  the  measuring  and  recording  of  the  stones^he  how- 
to-do  a  cemetery  manual  must  wait  for  later  publication— but  I 
would  like  to  point  out  a  few  items  about  the  cemetery  map  which 
is  found  at  the  back  of  this  book. 

The  map  was  originally  drawn  and  then  drafted  on  a  scale  of 
1 "  =  10';  the  printed  map  is  a  photographic  reduction  of  the  original. 
On  the  right  in  the  central  and  lower  portions  containing  the  graves 
numbered  1—295  is  the  acre  (Town  Lot  67)  deeded  to  the  German 
Lutheran  Congregation,  and  where  graves  72,  73,  84,  85  &  86  are 
now  was  the  probable  site  of  the  first  church  (see  Rumple 's  History 
of  Rowan  County,  p.  266).  This  large  square  of  land  has  its  own 
natural  boundaries,  which  can  be  seen  on  the  map,  and  so  I  left 
off  numbering  the  graves  therein  at  295.  The  acre  above  (Town  Lot 
68)  was  reduced  by  half  when  the  railroad  came  through  Salisbury 
in  1855;  none  of  the  graves  numbered  300—385  date  from  before 
1850.  You  will  notice  that  the  graves  in  these  two  lots  are  all  roughly 
at  a  45°  angle  to  the  cemetery  walls  and  streets;  they  are  laid  out 
along  an  east-west  axis  and  my  numbers  are  for  the  most  part  in 
sequence  along  "rows"  based  on  the  way  the  gravestones  thus  line 
up.  In  my  first  enumeration  I  unfortunately  missed  a  few  stones 
or  else  there  were  some  loose  and  out  of  place;  these  are  indicated 
by  the  number  of  the  closest  stone  plus  A,  B,  etc.  Two  family  plots 
with  one  main  stone  (187  &  316)  have  individual  footstones  which 
are  also  given  this  A,  B,  etc.  designation.  Stones  numbered  400— 
489,  arranged  parallel  to  the  side  walls,  date  from  the  1870's  on, 

*For  a  good  introduction,  however,  see  that  of  Jacob  M.  Holdcraft's 
Names  in  Stone  (Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  1966) 
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with  three  exceptions  (445,  446  &  447);  these  are  the  obelisk- 
shaped  monument  of  William  Chambers  and  the  stones  for  his 
two  infant  daughters.  All  three  were  originally  buried  at  his  Spring 
Hill  plantation,  but  the  remains  and  stones  were  removed  to  the 
Lutheran  Cemetery  after  the  plantation  was  sold. 

Sometime  prior  to  1940  the  W.  P.  A.  made  a  listing,  by  no  means 
complete,  of  the  stones  in  the  cemetery;  since  that  time  17  stones 
accounted  for  then  have  disappeared,  and  these  are  given  a  separate 
listing  after  the  inscriptions  still  extant.  But  many  stones  were  missed 
by  the  W.  P.  A.  and  many,  broken  in  pieces,  were  removed  by 
cemetery  work  crews;  there  were  markers  of  wood  which  have  long 
since  disintegrated,  and  any  number  of  graves  were  not  marked  at 
all.  Having  become  familiar  with  almost  every  inch  of  that  ground, 
I  would  well  trust  the  accounts  that  indicate  the  cemetery  was  once 
'*full  up"  with  graves.  Thefts  are  responsible  for  some  of  the  gaps; 
within  the  last  ten  years  a  unique  stone  (313)  has  disappeared 
and  only  the  granite  supports  for  it  remain.*  I  have  also  heard 
verbal  accounts  about  four  people  who  were  removed  to  Chestnut 
Hill  Cemetery  after  it  was  opened  about  1890. 

Even  so,  at  this  time  I  can  account  for  570  burials,  ranging  from 
the  earliest  dated  1793  (151)— which  is  the  only  one  from  the 
18th  century— to  the  latest  dated  1941  (187).  These  are  the  number 
of  burials  divided  according  to  decade  in  the  19th  century: 


and  from  1900—1941,  85;  the  remaining  23  burials  are  either  stones 
without  any  definite  information  or  those  merely  indicating  grave- 
sites.  Most  of  these  people  were  bom  in  the  19th  century;  67  adults 
and  two  children  were  bom  in  the  period  1750—1799,  and  one 
adult  and  seven  children  were  bom  1900  on.  Two  of  the  oldest 
are  Mrs  Susanna  B.  Holmes  (165),  95  years  of  age  when  she  died, 
and  Mrs  Elmina  L.  Shuman  (252),  98  years  old.  About  one-third 
of  these  burials  are  not  adults;  there  are  145  infants  and  30  children,

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6—15  years  of  age.  It  is  interesting  to  note  there  are  four  sets  of 
twins:  Browns  (29  &  36),  Hayneses  (26),  Richwines  (191  &  192), 
and  Sniders  (65  &  209). 

When  I  began  compiling  these  statistics  and  making  the  first  index 
of  names  for  the  cemetery,  I  began  to  verify  the  information  about 
a  few  of  the  people  and  their  dates.  This  led  to  a  full  scale  investiga- 
tion, as  I  began  delving  into  census  records,  marriage  bonds,  news- 
paper accounts  and  the  McCubbins  file  in  the  History  Room  at  the 
Rowan  Public  Library.  Out  of  this  research  came  the  first  genealogi- 
cal index  to  the  cemetery;  with  Mrs  Agner's  encouragement,  so  much 
appreciated,  I  made  several  revisions  of  the  index,  the  results  of 
which  are  now  printed  here.  I  could  wish  it  more  complete  but, 
alas,  there  are  any  number  of  people  and  facts  without  a  recorded 
trace— except  that  on  the  tombstones;  I  would  welcome  any  correc- 
tions or  additions  to  the  index  as  it  now  stands.  In  this  research  I 
began  finding  accounts  of  burials  for  which  there  were  no  indications 
in  the  cemetery  itself;  these  are  to  be  found  in  the  Miscellaneous 
Records  section  of  this  book,  along  with  some  of  the  numerous 
verbal  accounts  of  now  unmarked  graves.  So  much  material  has 
come  my  way  that  cannot  be  included  in  the  scope  of  this  book, 
but  I  would  like  to  give  a  few  more  notes  here. 

Although  it  has  been  known  for  most  of  its  history  as  the  Luther- 
an Cemetery,  this  graveyard  was  non-denominational.  There  are 
as  many  families  of  known  affiliation  to  the  Presbyterian  Church 
as  to  the  Lutheran— about  40  each— with  about  a  fourth  as  many 
known  Episcopalians.  There  is  one  Catholic:  my  great-great-grand- 
mother, Eliza  H.  Smith  Roueche  (369),  who,  curiously  enough, 
was  the  granddaughter  of  the  Rev.  Johann  Gottfried  Amdt.  Two 
ministers  are  buried  here:  the  Rev.  John  D.  Scheck  (40),  who  was 
at  St  John's  Lutheran  Church  in  1840,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  Espy 
(19),  who  was  at  the  Presbyterian  Church  here  1831—1833.  Several 
other  ministers  buried  members  of  their  families  here;  the  wives 
of  the  Rev.  Daniel  I.  Dreher  (159)  and  of  the  Rev.  Simeon  Scherer 
(120),  and  the  daughter  of  the  Rev.  John  S.  Heilig  (108)— all  Luther- 
ans, and  the  wife  (15)  and  children  (13  &  14)  of  the  Rev.  Stephen 
Frontis,  Presbyterians. 

As  each  stone  received  individual  attention,  I  was  struck  by  the 
quality  of  most  of  them;  some  are  in  themselves  lovely  pieces  of 
the  stonecarver's  art.  One  of  the  best  is  the  inscribed  marble  plaque 
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on  the  Archibald  Henderson  monument  (139)— beautifully  carved 
lettering  by  an  anonymous  hand.  There  are,  however,  about  three 
dozen  monuments  or  markers  that  have  the  name  of  the  person 
or  firm  who  made  them.  Local  carvers  included  George  Vogler, 
H.  C.  Malcolm,  John  H.  Buis,  and  John  S.  Hutchinson;  there  are 
also  stones  by  a  man  named  Kellogg  but  these  are  not  signed.  A 
number  of  stones  came  from  out-of-town;  these  Charlotte  firms 
are  represented:  W.  G.  Berryhill  (17),  Berryhill  and  Johnston  (338), 
R.  H.  Morse  and  Son  (11),  and  Tiddy  Company  (25,  193  &  319). 
Two  of  the  finest  gravestones  are  by  Gaddess  Brothers  of  Baltimore 
(11)  and  by  Boyne  and  Sprowl  of  Columbia,  S.  C.  (330).  The  Stru- 
thers  firm  of  Philadelphia  made  five  ledgers  (16,  24,  74,  85  &  86) 
and  two  monuments  (163  &  445)— all  particularly  fine  stones. 


And  as  a  final  note,  I  would  like  to  make  the  following  acknowl- 
edgements—to Mr  Edward  Clement  and  to  Mrs  Martha  Agner,  who 
have  so  cordially  provided  the  initial  and  continuing  impetus  neces-

This  is  by  no  means  a  complete  genealogical  index;  lack  of  informa- 
tion about  parents  and  grandparents  prevents  the  indication  of  a 
number  of  close  (and  sometimes  obvious)  relationships  in  this  list. 
Also,  in  a  given  family  the  names  of  children  who  are  not  immediate- 
ly connected  with  the  cemetery  have  been  omitted.  Names  followed 
by  a  number  or  a  letter  (WPA,  or  MRds  -  Miscellaneous  Records) 
designation  are  to  be  found  in  the  previous  listings,  as  indicated. 
Whatever  is  found  in  parentheses  (  )  can  be  considered  supplemental 
information;  initials  have  been  expanded  into  names  with  no  paren- 
theses to  indicate  what  was  added.  Names  in  brackets  [  ]  are  of  those 
persons  not  in  the  cemetery;  or,  at  least  -  for  some  -  there  is  no 
definite  evidence  that  they  are  buried  there.  Tracing  one's  own 
family  can  be  something  of  a  task;  trying  to  keep  track  of  over  300 
families,  especially  as  they  become  inter-related,  has  proved  to  be 
a  difficult  (but  often  rewarding!)  experience.  Cross  references  have 
been  provided  for  many,  but  by  no  means  all,  of  these  relationships.

The  paper  was  found  among  other  business  papers  of 
James  Samuel  McCubbins,  Sr.  (he  and  Samuel  Reeves  received  the 
payments),  as  was  also  the  cut  of  the  fence  and  gate. 

The  gate  posts  were  to  be:  one  shaft,  eight  and  a  half  feet  long 
by  16  inches,  capped  by  a  stone  18  by  12  inches,  and  a  top  cap 
22  by  8V2  inches  in  the  thickest  point.  Three  feet  of  these  posts 
were  to  go  into  the  ground,  but  the  remaining  portion  was  "To 
be  dressed  on  the  front  side  and  side  next  the  gates  with  bush  ham- 
mer, the  two  cap  blocks  to  be  bush  hammered  on  all  Sides  exposed 
to  view  and  pointed  off  where  the  lie  on  the  post  and  on  each  other 
all  other  parts  bush  hammered"  and  "To  be  good  clear  stone  free 
from  Stain."  etc.
